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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments merely rehash issues 
addressed in Final Rejection filed on 7/12/06 and incorporated therein. Futhermore. applicant asserts that identity confirmation in an 
electronic environment is different that identity confirmation in a traditional face-to-face environment. ("Checking identity at a bank is 
different from electronically responding to a query with an. electronic answer which is used by a first user to verify identity" - see applicant's 
arguments, pp. 12 - 13). However, while identity confirmation may be different due to the different technologies utilized (online computer 
system versus face-to-face communication), utilization of an online computer system to automate a known manual process is not 
patentable. The courts have held that broadly providing a mechanical or automatic means to replace manual activity which has 
accomplished the same result involves only routine skill in the art. Dann v. Johnston, 425 US 219. 227-30. 189 USPQ 257, 261 (1976); In 
re Venner, 120 USPQ 192 (CCPA 1958). Furthermore, motivation to combine does not have to come from an explicit disclosure or 
suggestion within the prior art reference(s) cited, such as Barbara, but can come from general knowledge in the art. The Courts have 
stated that "(a) suggestion, teaching, or motivation to combine the relevant prior art teachings does not have to be found explicitly in the 
prior art, as the teaching, motivation, or suggestion may be implicit from the prior art as a whole, rather than expressly stated in the 
references.. .The test for an implicit showing is what the combined teachings, knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art, and the nature of 
the problem to be solved as a whole would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art... there must be some articulated reasoning 
with some rational underpinning to support the legal conclusion of obviousness." In re Kahn, 78 USPQ2d 1329. 1336 (CA FC 2006). 
Examiner asserts that identity confirmation, whether in person or online, is old and well known in the art of banking, payment systems and 
transferring funds. Thus, the finality of the previous Office Action is maintained. 
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
